A meeting af this Sociaty was held at. 


Chalmers, tho president, occupied the chair,

Dr. Cantlic, tho Hon. Secretary, road a, 
letter from Mr EL L. Dennys, Secretary to 
the Oity Hall Committeo, in reply to a 
communication from the Society with re- 
gard to incroasing the usefulnoss of the 
Library and Muaoum. Mr Dennys, in his 
letter, suid the Gity Ball Committee ware 
unable to accede to’ the request of the 
Society, but that they would be happy to 
receive suggestions or assistance from the 
Society with a view to the utilising of the 
Library and Mussum. Dr, Oantlie ro- 
marked that'this was practically what tho 
Society wauted—that they might bo allowed 
to co-operate with the City Hall Committee 
for tho purpose of utilising the institution 
for the interest of the public—and it would 
now be for the Society to consider what 
steps should be taken ty attain this object, 
(Applause.)

It wax equally idle, he argued, 
to pretend that Kuropeana derived any 
moral benefit from contact with the Chinese. 
While wo had muoh to toach thom in regard 
to science and art, and tho administration 
of justice, we had nothing to learn’ from 
them on any of these mattors. He doubted 
very inneh whether much lasting benefit 
had been derived by the Chinese from their 
intercourse with us, The improvement in 
their mode of living in this coluny was due 
entirely to the onfurcomcnt of. Jawa’ which 
they regarded na unnecessary and vexatisus, 
and their intenas conservatism and national 
conceit provented them from seeing the 
goud which these nlion laws worked, He 
ventured to eay that were Wuropean in- 
fluence withdrawn from the Chinese now, 
they would in a short timo revert to prao- 
tically the same condition as they were in 
bofure it reached them. ° 

Both pupera woro, well received, and, tho 
hour being lato, the further discussion of 
the subject was adjourned till next meet- 
ing, when a paper on another subject will 
alao be read.

BRITISA TRADE WITH RUSSIA. 


The British Gonsul.at St Petersburg, ina: 
report which haa juat boan: isaued,' states 
that the general trade *batween Great.) 


Britain and Russia is gradually ‘decreasing ;. 


both in imports and exports, the decroasa 
being greatest in. Russian exports, Ho 
attributes thia tothe high protective tarilf. 
in Russia, which prevents the British mer- 
ohant from.purchasing Ruasinn wares with 
hisown. Thue Russia had formorly almuat 
a mohopoly of tho apply o British marketa 
of euch raw. products na whent, .tallow, 
hemp, flax, linseed, &e.,' but she has now 
lost this privileged position owing -to-her 
protective policy. Jo 1882-Great Britain 
exported nearly |83 million roubles’. worth. 
of articles of.food to Russia ;-in 1887 tho 
valua. had deorcased. to tess than 16 
willion “rvebles, - Manufactured “gouds 
exported to Rossin fell in the same years 
from 25. to 16 willion’ roubles, and the 
total import: trade. of Ruasia from Great 
Brituin declined from 12. million roubles 
in 1882 to nearly 95 millions in 1887. 
Under the head raw and half-manufactured 
gonds, however, the figurea show a alight 
increase, As regards Ruasiun exports to 
Great Britain, these declined from 210 
raillion roubles in 1°82 to 186 millions in 
1887, and the Britis share in the total 
export trade of Russia full from 82°03 per 
cout. in 1982 to 29-85 in 1887, Next to 
Great Britaia Germany is the principal 
customer of Russia, having purchased 142 
million roubles’ worth in 1 87, while Gor- 
maay sells more to Russia than we do, ber 
exports to the latter in the same. year 
amounting to 112 million roublea. The 
trado of Sé Petersburg, like thatof the 
whole Empire, shows decline becanse vf tha 
protective tariff, ‘which, liko a grent wall 
of Obins, now encircles Russia ond 
renders access of forcign merchandise to 
the country attended with greator ond 
greater difficulty,’ It is curious also to 
note that, although Russian exports 
were more than half as much again as the 
imports, the Russian rouble, never stood 80 
low in the markets of Europe, ‘This 
phenomenon ia sought to be attributed to 
political circumstances, und particularly to 
the malevolence of the Berlin exchange. 
Be this as it may, the fact remains‘that the 
highly protective policy. pursued by the 
present Minister of Finance hag uot as yet 
had the effect of checking the drain of gold 
from the country, nor -yot improving its 
prosperity at large.” German hardware, 
owing to its cheapness, is beating the 
English article out of thé Russian market, 
but this success appears in part to be dus to 
fraud. ‘In order to mislead the ignorant 
purchaser in, Ruasia the German manufac- 
turer, while net generally pirating English 
trade marke, has generally printed in Eng- 
lish, on his comparatively inferior, goods, 
Bost quality,’ ‘ Warranted beat cast steul,’ 
and, packed up as theyarein thosame sty loon 
the English wares, thoy find greator favour 
thon they otherwise would.’ Adultdration 
of tea and coffee prevails toa very svtious
